A public hearing on the re- 
zoning request has been sched- 
wled by the plan commission 
at 1:15 p.m. Aug. 10 at the City 
Building, 2301 Adams St. 

Petition for rezoning was filed 
by E. N. Maisel & Associates of 
Oak Park, Mich., developers for 
K-Mart Stores, and by Wilson 
Park Estates, owners of the 
tract. for which rezoning is re- 
quired, 

The petitioners ask that the 
property be rezoned as C-2 from 
the present classification of R-2 
residential district. The 6.5-acre 
tract lies directly north of an- 
other tract of approximately 
seven acres that is included in 
the building site and which al- 
ready is zoned as commercial 
property. 

The overall tract proposed as 
the K-Mart building site is lo- 
cated behind Nameoki Shopping 
Center, Biederman’s Furniture 
Store and Tri-Mor Bowl. Options 
have been obtained by E, N 
Maisel & Associates on all parts 
of the tract except the 6.5 acres 
for which rezoning is needed. 

Attorneys representing the de- 
veloping firm said access to the 
proposed store would be over a 
100-foot-wide strip fronting on 
Nameoki Road, extending be- 
tween Biederman's and Tri-Mor 
Bowl.

Shopping Center 


Contracts for construction of 
a $1.5 million shopping center 
complex at Nameoki and Pon- 
toon Roads will be awarded 
next month, with work sched- 
uled to get under way by mid- 
September, it was announced 
this week by developers of the 
project. 

The shopping center project 
—four years in the making— 
will include a supermarket, de- 
partment store and drug store, 
as well as a number of other 
businesses for which leases are 
now being negotiated, accord- 
ing to Don Golden, president of 
Golden & Co. of Kansas City, 
Mo., developers 

The business establishments, 
all joined in a_ single-story 

ructure, will cover a total of 
145,000 square feet on the south- 
west quadrant of the intersec- 
tion of Nameoki and Pontoon 
Roads, Golden said. 

Included among the major 
businesses will be a Carp's De- 
partment Store of 65,000 square 

a Schnuck’s Supermarket 

,000 square feet and a Wal- 
green Drug Store with 13,000 
square feet of floor space. 
Leases for these stprés have 
been negotiated. 

In addition, the structure will 
house a women's ready-to-wear 
store, a men’s store, a family 
restaurant, and other _busi- 
nesses, Golden said. These 
firms will be announced after 
lease negotiations are com- 
pleted, Golden said 

Theaters Planned 

A major feature of the com- 
plex will be twin theaters—a 
single lobby to which two sepa- 
rate theaters will. be joined. 
Parking facilities will accom- 
modate 1,000 cars. 

Detailed construction plans 
are about 50% complete by the 
architectural firm of Fullerton, 
Carey. Kaster & Oman of Kan- 
sas City, Golden said. The 
plans will be ready for a bid 
call on the project during the 
later part of August, he added. 

Golden said the building will 
be of steel frame, masonry and 
brick. An ‘“‘iron-spot” brick 
which is new to this area’ will 
be used in the construction, he 
added. 

Plans for development of the 
shopping center have been 
under way since 1968 in a 
move spearheaded by Henry 
Ross, Granite City contractor, 
and the Schnuck’s and Carp’s 
organizations. 

All land for the complex was 
cleared last February by adop- 
tion of a city ordinance vacat- 
ing short. sections of Manley 
and Amos avenues, a two-block 
stretch of Kunnemann Avenue 
and an alley area, all located 
at the edge of the shopping cen- 
ter area west of Nameoki 
Road 


$23,000 Appropriated

A $23,000 appropriation of 
Motor Fuel Tax Funds to im 
prove Pontoon Road from

Previously the council sought 
improvement of Pontoon Road 
from Maryville Road to Name- 
oki Road, but reduced the size 
of the project so that the work 
could be done immediately.

Venice Ponders 
Court Action

Possible court action to pre- 
vent loss of large tax collection 
fees to Madison County is being 
considered by the City of 
Venice, it was noted at a regu 
lar City Council session Tues- 
day night. 

The Venice Council instructed 
the city legal department to see 
if any suits are being filed 
against the Madison County 
treasurer by any taxing bodies 
in regard to financial charges 
made by the county office for 
collection of taxes. 

Dr. John E. Lee, mayor, read 
to the council a letter dated 
July 6, 1972, from George 
Musso, ex-officio county collec- 
tor of taxes, on 1971 tax collec- 
tions for the Venice municipal 
corporation. It stated that $13,- 
409 is the ‘equitable and fixed 
charge” for service rendered 
by the county. 

The council! unanimously 
agreed that the charges for the 
tax service were not an equit- 
able share, and it was felt that 
court action may be necessary 
to correct the situation. 

On Nov. 17, 1971, the Madison 
County Board of Supervisors 
adopted an ordinance that fixes 


the annual cost of collection of 
for all taxing bodies in 
the county at $1,407,106. 

The county ordinance was 
adopted under the new state 
constitutional provision author- 
izing a “just and equitable 
fixed charge’ to be. made 
against all taxing bodies for 
tax assessment, extension and 
collection 

It directs and authorizes the 
county collector to withhold 
such charges from general taxes 
due to and collectable on behalf 
of taxing bodies, and to pay the 
funds to the general corporate 
account of the county.

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Budget Meet

A special meeting of the 
Granite City Council has been 
called for 7 p.m. Monday in a 
last-minute effort to pass a 
1972-73 appropriation bill. 

Under state law, the city bud- 
get must be given final passage 
by midnight Monday. 

The special session was called 
by the council's Finance Com- 
mittee headed by Alderman 
Steve Basarich after the coun- 
cil refused in its regular meet- 
ing Monday night to suspend 
the rules and place the ap- 
propriation measure on final 
passage 

The aldermen voted, however, 
to place the budget on first 
reading which opens it to de- 
bate and probable amendments 
in the special session 

The motion to suspend the 
rules and place the budget on 
final passage was turned down 
by a vote of 9 to 4, with the 
negative vote cast by aldermen 
who have been protesting the 
appropriation total as ‘too high’ 
and likely to incur a deficit dur- 
ing the current fiscal year 
which ends April 30, 1973. 

There was no objection to a 
motion by Alderman Paul 
Schuler to place the budget on 
first reading, which leaves it 
open for more discussion and 
subject to amendment before 
the bill is adopted. The only 
alderman not favoring the mo- 
tion for first reading was Al- 
derman R. E. Robertson who 
has been serving as mayor pro 
tem during the illness of Mayor 
Partney. 

Robertson went on record as 


“not voting’ on the motion for 
first reading, 

It was the countil’s 
jection of a move to 
rules for final pass During 
the July 17 council session, the 
absence of five aldermen, which 
left only nine council members 
on the floor, prevented approv- 
al of a number of council mat- 
ters, among them an attempt to 
place the budget on final pas- 
sage. 

At that time, a split among 
the nine members present also 
turnéd back a motion to put the 
budget on first reading. 


Failure to act on the budget 
Monday night leaves the council 
only a few days in which to 
comply with state laws requir- 
ing municipal budget passage 
not later than July 31: 

While some council members 
insisted that the budget also 
must be given legal publication 
before the July 31 deadline, City 
Attorney Leon Scroggins ruled 
that such was not the case. 

Scroggins ,said the law re- 
quires passage before the end 
of this month, but that publica- 
tion may be had after that time 
because the mayor must have 
time either to approve the 
budget or veto it, or any part 
of it. The mayor has threatened 
ta do so if: the budget remains 
at the figure presented Monday 
night. 

The budget figure stood at 
$4,069,486 after the addition of 
$100 for auditing. The original 
figure of $2,500 was raised by 
that amount.

A plan proposed by Mayor 
Donald Partney to use city 
trucks and workers to make 
pickups of leaves, brush and 
other trash that formerly was 
burned was approved on a trial 
basis by city council members 
Monday night. 

The ‘action was taken as an 
immediate solution to the press- 
ing problem of complying with 
the statewide open burning ban 
which became effective July 1. 
The ban is expected to result 
in a substantial increase in ref- 
use pickups that cannot be 
handled under the city’s present 
garbage collection contract with 
Milam Corp. East. 

The arrangements for ad- 
ditional pickups was fol- 
lowed by an announcement 
by Mayor Partney that he 
has instructed the police de- 
partment to make arrests 
for violations of the open 
burning ban beginning next 
Tuesday. 

The collection by city 
trucks also will start Tues- 


day and will be limited to 
burnable materiats such as 
leaves, waste paper and 
grass or tree trimmings, 
which must be bagged, tied 
or boxed and placed in the 
alley or street for pickup, 
according to Street Super- 
intendent Lionel Portell. 

Four bids received two weeks 
ago from sanitary collection 
firms were held in abeyance on 
the suggestion of Alderman 
William Dallas who said the 
mayor's plan should be given a 
trial, and new bids can be called 
later if the plan doesn’t work. 

Use City Trucks 

Mayor Partney urged use of 
two surplus trucks owned by 
the Civil Defense Department 
and workers provided by the 
Madison County Emergency 
Employment Act. This, he said, 
would save the city a substantial 
amount of money. 

Prices bid on a collection.con- 
tract which had been favored 
by some aldermen as an al- 
ternative to the mayor’s pro- 


posal were not made public in 
view of the decision not to make 
an award at this time.

The request by Granite City 
Firefighters Local 253 for a re- 
duction from 56 to 52 hours in 
the work week was turned down 
on a recommendation by Alder- 
man Thomas Boker, a member 
of the Council's Negotiating 
Committee who handled most of 
the discussions with the union 
representatives of city workers. 
Boker said he believed the 
hour week would leave the fire 
stations undermanned 


Boker presented the agree- 
ments to the council with rec- 
ommendations for approval of

New Police Grade 

The agreement for the police 
department creates a new grade 
of “Patrolman First Class’ and 
provides a salary increase of 
$20 per month above the regu- 
lar patrolman’s salary. 

To qualify for the new rating, 
police officers require five 
years experience and must have 
attended at least three weeks 
of basic police training. They 
also must qualify as a marks- 
man in a police combat course. 
The new grade includes mem- 
bers of the detective division. 

The proposal brought objec- 
tions from Alderman Roy Pou- 
los who said he believed the 
provision would cost the city 
too much money. Robert Astor- 
ian, president of the police 
union who was in the. audience. 
said in response to a question 
that about 20 men would be in- 
volved. 

Aldermen Emerald Dawes ob- 
jected to a wage. increase of 
4%, noting that he favored 
across - the - board increases 
rather than those on a percent- 
age basis “because the em- 
ploye already making the most 
money gets the biggest raise 
and the little fellow is hurt 
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The five-point agreement for 
police department employes 
also provides for a special fund 
for the purpose of replacing 
clothing, equipment or personal 
items that are damaged while 
the officer is acting in perform- 
ance of his duties. 


10 to 2 Approval 

The police department agree- 
ment was approved by a vote of 
10 to 2. 

The new agreement for the 
firefighters union also provided 
a 4% wage increase. An ar- 
rangement under which the 
amount of an employe’s hospit- 
alization insurance (paid by the 
city) would be added to his pay 
as a longevity step two months 
prior to his retirement, was 
protested by Alderman’ Sam 
Whitmer who said, “this is a 
sneaky way to increase pen- 
sions.” 

In presenting the fire depart- 
ment agreement, Boker told the 
council that he opposed article 
two which would permit the re- 
duction of the work week to 52 
hours, but that he had promised 
the union that he would present 
it to the council for considera- 
tion. Boker then recommended 
that articles 1, 3, 4 and 5 of the 
agreement be approved. The 
__motion carried 10 to. 2 


The new Street Department 
agreement provided a $37.50 
per month across-the-board pay 
increase, a $125 per year cloth- 
ing allowance, and provision for 
a locker room with shower fa- 
cilities and parking space for 
private autos. A new term in 
the agreement provides for in- 
stallation of flashing lights on 
all street department vehicles. 

The street department agree- 
ment was approved by a vote 
of 8 to 4.

upon retirement and life insur- 
ance premiums to be shared by 
the employe and employer. It 
was approved 11 to 1. 

The agreement for sewage 
treatment plant employes with 
the International Union of Op- 
erating Engineers provides an 
increase in the shift differential 
of 5 and 10 cents. The differen- 
tial was increased to 15 cents 
per hour for the 4 p.m. to mid- 
night shift (formerly 10 cents), 
and to 30 cents per hour for the 
midnight to 8 a.m. shift (form- 
erly 20 cents). 

It increases by $20 per month 
the salary of assistant maint- 


enance men and provides a 5% 
premium pay for work on Sun- 
day.

Storm Knocks Out Power, 
Brings .73-Inch Rainfall 


A wind, rain and electrical 
storm struck the Quad-City area 
shortly after 5:30 p.m. Wednes- 
day, flooded streets and under- 
passes and knocked out power 
service in scattered sections of 
the area. A number of large 
tree limbs were blown down and 
streets were littered with smal-

Tests on Young Family Are O.K.; 
New Theory May Help John Allen 


By VALERIE EVENDEN 
Press-Record Staff Writer 


A faint glimmer of hope that 
sight in one eye of a young 
boy going blind may be pro- 
longed a short time longer than 
anticipated, and the news that 
his sister and parents are not 
victims of the same dreadful 
hereditary eye disease, greeted 
Granite City Patrolman and 
Mrs. Albert Young yesterday at 
McMillan Hospital, St. Louis. 

“It is just a straw,” Dr. 
Stephen Podos of the McMillan 
staff, stressed in talking with 
the Youngs after tests at the 
hospital Wednesday. 

“But a doctor in Boston is 
doing research in the field of 
retinitis pigmentosa and _ is 
working on a new theory which 

prolong the sight in one 


The ophthalmologist continued, 
“It is a long shot, but far better 
than I could offer you the last 
time you were here. Then I 
couldn’t offer you anything at 
all,"’ Dr. Podos told the Youngs. 

The object of the consultation 
was John Allen Young, 9-year- 
old son of the Granite City cou- 
ple, who is the victim of re- 
tinitis pigmentosa, an eye dis- 
ease for which no cure is known 
and always results in blindness. 

Block Off Vision 

Dr. Podos explained that the 
theory being developed by the 
Boston specialist is not a cure, 
just a delaying tactic, but it has 
opened a new field of explora- 
tion in retarding total blindness. 

The concept involves covering 
one eye with a contact lens, 
blacking out vision completely 
and allowing the patient to use 
one eye only 

When vision goes in the un- 
covered eye, the contact lens is 
removed and, hopefully, vision 
in the second eye still will re- 
main for a period of time 

The eye specialist cautioned 
the Youngs against over opti- 
mism, noting the theory is so 
new—within the past few 
months—that results cannot yet 
be concluded, even as a delay- 
ing process. 

No Treatment, Cure 
However, it is the first hope 
the family has received that 
total blindness may be post- 
poned to any degree 

No treatment or cure has 
been found to arrest or retard 
the disease which attacks the 
retina, the sensory membrane 
of the eye that receives the 
image formed by the lens and 
transmits the picture by the op- 
tic nerve to the brain.

The disease normally man- 
ifests itself in childhood . and 
develops to its final stage in 
varying lengths of time. *Sev- 
eral children in a family’ can 
be affected, as it is an heredi- 
tary ailment. 

Tests Negative 

Knowing this fact, the Youngs 
took their 6-year-old daughter, 
Tracy, for the tests at McMillan 
yesterday and underwent the 
same examinations themselves, 
All the tests proved negative. 

Once deterioration starts, the 
doctors say, blindness can oc- 
cur at any time. They still 
can’t tell us how leng before 
John Allen loses his sight com- 
pletely,” the father said. 

While at the hospital, Dr. 
Podos attempted to contact the 
Boston physician, but found the 
specialist was out of town for 
a few days. 

To See Physician 

“Dr. Podos is now going to 
make arrangements for John 
Allen to see the doctor in Bos- 
tor: and get him started on the 
program,” Patrolman Young 
told the Press-Record. 

The father said that wearing 
sunglasses does not help the

Electric Demand Peaks 
Exceeding 1971 Levels 


A review of records this week 
showed that demand for elec- 
tricity over the Illinois Power 
Co. system reached a peak of 
2,095,620 kilowatts between 2 
p.m. and 3 p.m. July 21. 

This was 6.2% above the 1971 
peak of 1,973,670 kilowatts on 
Sept. 8, 1971, and the second 
time the 1971 record has been 
exceeded in 1972. 

A 24-hour kilowatt record also 

as set with the more than 430,- 
000 IP electric customers—who 
are situated on one-fourth of 
the land area of Illinois—using 
41,527,127 kilowatt hours of elec- 
tri on July 21. This was 
10.4%, above the 1971 record of 
37,612,450 kilowatt hours on 
June 1971, and the second 
time summer that such 
usage exceeded the top 
1971 figure.

Trauma Centers Topic at 
GC Rotary Club Meeting 


The trauma er at St Eliz- 
abeth Hospital other cen- 
ters located in the county area 
was the topic of a talk given by 
Robert Miller at a meeting of 
the Granite City Rotary Club 
Tuesday. 

Miller is the trauma coordi- 
nator for the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health, Division 
of Emergency medical service 
for area 4, based at St. Eliza- 
beth: Hospital. 

Miller, who assumed his of- 
fice July 1, explained the trau- 
ma center was inaugurated: to 
provide faster service for acci- 
dent victims. 

Within a year the idea and 
formation of the centers has 
grown from 9 to 40 units in the 
state, treating 12,000 patients. 
The main goal is to provide 
centers within a 50-mile radius 
to areas most densely populat-+ 
ed and near expressways. At 
the present time there are four 
units in this immediate area. 

In outlining ‘the three main 
objectives of the overall pro- 
gram, the speaker said that 
when victims are brought in to 
a trauma center, the date is 
recorded as well as their inju- 
ries, treatment and all other 
pertinent information to the 
time of the patient’s release. 
The information is transmitted 
to the Chicago Center for a 
complete record of all accidents 
and recovery. 

Secondly, an educational pro- 
gram is conducted on two lev- 


els of training. One is for per- 
sons who pick up accident vic- 
tims to update their back- 
ground with an 82-hour train- 
ing course. A special one-month 
program for nurses or hospital 
personnel who treat such pa- 
tients is a phase of this train- 


ing. 

The third phase of the pro- 
gram is a complete communi- 
cation system between the 
emergency vehicle and hospital 
emergency room. A two-way 
contact also is to be installed 
to provide possible use of a 
helicopter and a heliport near 
the hospital. 

Miller added the state will 
provide funds for the commu- 
nication system. He added the 
trauma center officials are not 
in any way to set up hospital 
rules on treating patients, They 
only suggest on behalf of the 
patients, new and faster meth- 
ods, he said. 

In the event there should be 
an accident involving 9 or 10 
people, which would be a diffi- 
cult chore for one hospital to 
handle, the communication sys- 
tem would be of great help in 
directing the people to several 
centers in the area for quick 
attention, Miller added. 

Presiding at the meeting was 
the newly elected president, 
Richard West, who introduced 
two former members who are 
visiting in the area.

Inability to Read Well a Serious Problem 
For Students and Usually Can Be Remedied 


Many children with reading 
problems have average or 
above average intelligence: but 
will not receive the help they 
need in school, says David 
Bear, director of the Reading 
Center at Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville 

“Many things enter into read- 
ing besides intelligence,” ac- 
cording to Bear, head of the 
SIUE elementary education de- 
partment 


“The child may have poor 
visual discrimination or other 
neurological or physiological 
dysfunctions. Perhaps the child 
comes from a poor cultural 
background or simply lacks 
maturity 


“Whatever the problem, the 
child needs individual attention 
before he'll be able to read 
better.”” 

Bear said public and private 
school teachers often do not un- 
derstand the need for individ- 
ual attention to alleviate the 
reading difficulty. 


“Teachers tend to blame poor 

ss, the family 
or something else. Everything 
but the real problem is cited,” 
Bear said 

He estimated that 15% to 
20%, of children in public 
schools cannot learn how to 
read well in traditional 
classroom situations. 

The SIUE Reading Center 
gives individual attention 
to children with reading 
problems that school teach- 
ers cannot give because of 
the size of th classes. 
Children with learning disa- 
bilities are referred to the 
clinic by teachers or par- 
ents. 

“Once we adopt a child, he 
ets individual testing and 
atment until he is ready to 
released from the pro- 
Bear said 
Because each 
unique problem, 
ignosis is the first step. 
. diagnosis is made, an 
idualized program is 
ished for the child 
Lack of maturity 
mon cause of re 
jems, Bear notes. 

‘A child entering school at 

ige five may not be ready to 
read. He'll be pushed too fast,

“What he may need is to go 
back to an easier level and re- 
gain his confidence. In time, 
ine’ll be reading at his age 
level, I'd say maybe 25% of 
children shouldn't be intro- 
duced to reading as early 
ige six,” he commented 
Bear said cultural depriva- 
tion can be another cause of 
reading problems 

‘Poor language background 
can cause failure,” he said, “A 
child with a history of failure 
may give up on himself and be- 
girf to dislike school 

‘Unfortunately, at the Read- 
ing Center we usually don't get 
hildren until at least age nine, 
hen their problems are some 

at advanced. We try to find 
ihe child's beginning level, mo 
tivate him, and then build on 
is successes.” 

Most children can be 
helped, Bear said, although 
progress often is slow in 
children with neurological 
or physiological problems.

Tax Break for Those With Child Care Costs 


Employed taxpayers with 
child care expenses may get a 
bigger tax break in 1972, Leon 
C. Green, district director of 
Internal Revenue for Central 
and Southern Illinois, said to- 
day. 

The Revenue Act of 1971 has 
greatly liberalized the deduc- 
tion for the care of children, 
disabled dependents and dis- 
abled spouses. 

Beginning in 1972, 
with adjusted gross 
$18,000 or less may 
deduct up to $400 month 
for household and dependent 
care expenses, Green said.

The deduction is reduced 50 
cents for each dollar of income 
over $18,000, For example, a 
taxpayer with an adjusted 
gross income of $20,000 would 
be limited to $3,800 (the max- 
imum annual deduction of 
$4,800 less one-half of $2,000) 
Green explained that to qual- 
ify, a taxpayer must be cm 
ployed and provide over half 
the cost of maintaining a house 
hold for a dependent child un 
der disabled devendent of 
any age, or a disabled spouse. 


For the first time, house- 
hold expenses incurred to 
permit the qualified taxpay- 
er to be gainfully employed 
may also be deducted. 

For example, amounts 
paid for the services of a 
maid, cook or other domes- 
tic help can qualify, 


Expenses incurred outside the 
home for the care of a child 
unler 15 (as, for example, in 
a dav care center) may also 
qualify.

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Improvement in 
State Air Purity

Springfield — The quality of 
Illinois air overall improved in 
1971 over the previous year, but 
the state still falls below federal 
primary air quality standards. 

If the state is to achievé the 
federal standards by 1975, 
“strong commitments from all 
concerned” will be required, 
according to William L. Blaser, 
EPA director. A 

Dr. John J. Roberts, manager 
of the Illinois EPA’s division of 
air pollution control, said speci- 
fic gains were measured in air 
pollution reduction in Chicago, 
Peoria and East St.Louis met- 
ropolitan areas, varying for 
different types of poilutants. 

Statewide, at 83 monitoring 
sites checking for particulate 
matter both in 1970 and 1971, 
42% or 36 sites improved 10% 
or more. 

At the same sites, 71% or 59 
sites still exceeded federal pri- 
mary standards, though this 
was an improvement from 1970 
when 82% or 68 sites exceeded 
those federal limits. 

Improved conditions also were 
reported in measuring for sul- 
fur dioxide concentrations. 

A total of 23 out of 34 sites, 
or 68%, showed 10% or more 
reductions of sulfur dioxide be- 
tween 1970 and 1971, and only 
four of the 34 sites which meas- 
ured for sulfur dioxide exceed- 
ed federal primary standards 
last year. Fifteen sites, or 44%, 
had ‘exceeded them in 1970. 

Changes in fuels were gener- 
ally credited with most of the 
improvements. 

For instance, suspended parti- 
culate counts and sulfur dioxide 
both decreased in 1971, and Dr. 
Roberts attributed the declines 
“Jargely to fuel sulfur limits 
imposed by local ordinances 
throughout Cook County.”” 

Particulate counts which 
had been rising in the East 

St. Louis region declined in 

1971, as did sulfur dioxide 

levels, with both improve- 

ments credited to wide- 
spread conversions from 
coal to oil or natural gas. 

All the regionwide figures re- 
leased by the air pollution con- 
trol division are averages, Dr. 
Roberts stressed, and do not 
indicate compliance with fed- | 
eral standards. 

Of the 83 monitoring stations 
in Illinois, not all are EPA 
owned or operated. The City of 
Chicago has some of its own, 
and other agencies throughout 
the state maintain stations in 
specific areas. 

The figures will be part of 
the division’s annual report now 
being compiled and scheduled 
to be ready for release within 
the next two to three weeks.

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Property Tax Waiver 
For Elderly Explained

An estimated 280,000 Illinois 


citizens will apply for benefits 
in fiscal year 1973 under provi- 
sions of legislation passed for 
elderly and disabled persons by 
the spring session of the Illinois 
General Assembly. 

The maximum amount to 
which a claimant is entitled is 
the amount by which the prop- 
erty taxes, or reht constituing 
property taxes, accrued upon 
the claimant's residence for the 
last preceding taxable year ex- 
ceeds 6% of the claimant's 
household income for that year 
on the amount of such income 
between zero and $3,000, plus 
7%, of the claimant's household 
income for that year on the 
amount of such income in ex- 
cess of $3,000. 

In no event is the grant to ex- 
ceed $500, less $5 for each $100 
of household income for that 
year.

Taxpayer A has an income of 
$5,000. Dividing by 100 gives a 
figure of 50, and 50 times $5 is 
Subtracting this from 
$500 gives a figure of $250— 
taxpayer A's maximum grant.

Rapid Transit Downgrading of Granite City 
At State Insistence Reported in Springfield 


In a number of disturbing ways, Governor 
Ogilvie has been courting St. Clair County while 
frustrating Madison County, SIUE and_ the 
Quad-Cities, as detailed in our July 6 editorial. 


Now there are reports from Springfield 
that an Ogilvie spokesman says the administra- 
tion will “‘insist that one of the lines which the 
St. Louis Area Rapid Transit Agency originally 
recommended go from the new Columbia- 
Waterloo airport to Granite City be extended to 
Alton instead.” 


The original SLARTA plan for airport 
rapid transit was described as a link to St. Louis- 
East St. Louis, followed by links to Granite City 
and the Fairview Heights area, followed by 
extension of the Granite City line to Alton and 
the building of another line from the airport to 
South St. Louis County. 


Now the reported program calls for lines 
to St. Louis-East St. Louis, Fairview Heights 
and Alton. The supposed SLARTA down- 
grading of the Quad-Cities and upgrading of 
Alton is said to have resulted from a meeting 
with the governor and “‘insistence’’ by the state. 


Our July 6 comment was headed “No 
effective local voice at Springfield; many actions 
there have harmed this area."’ This still appears 
to be the case.

Signs Developing That McGovern Might Be 
Unable to Achieve Enough Momentum to Win 


What with polls showing the McGovern 
candidacy trailing badly, and his running mate 
spending much of his campaign time explaining 
past health episodes, there are indications that 
the scales may tip heavily toward a repeat 
Nixon-Agnew November victory even before 
the latter team’s re-nomination takes place in 
August. 

Although Presidential Nominee McGovern 
has repeatedly proven negative polls to be 
wrong, it is thought-provoking to note a survey 
showing that, among un-registered young voters, 
more favor the Republican incumbent than the 
Democratic White House aspirant. 

Senator McGovern draws much of his back- 
ing from the young and from minority groups, 
and his associates have been planning a massive 
voter registration drive to aid more first-time 
voters in becoming qualified to cast ballots. 

Although some national commentators view 
the labor disaffection as a master strategic 
stroke by Sen. McGovern—supposedly alienat- 
ing unions at a time when their reputed un- 
popularity exceeds their popularity—it is hard 
to see how this could be an effective way of 
gathering votes. There are far more workers 
than non-workers, and not all of them are going 
to vote differently than their leaders. 

Aside from the question of whether the 
McGovern-labor rift will have a major effect on 
the election outcome, there is no doubt what- 
ever that it exists and seems likely to remain 
highly visible. 

Buddy Davis, a local Democratic delegate 
and Steelworkers representative who has been 
extremely active in AFL-CIO Committee on 
Political Education matters, remains “very cool” 
toward the Democratic nominee: “Sen. Jackson 
is closer to the center of the population than 
Sen. McGovern. McGovern and especially his 
followers and advisors are ‘way too far left to 
attract the majority of Americans and get 
elected. 

“Illinois is pretty fragmented, even though 
Mayor Daley of Chicago said he would support 
the whole tick Davis adds. ‘‘The question is 
whether he will really support the top of the 
ticket. Daley was treated pretty badly at the 
convention. President Nixon would carry Illinois 
today; whether things can change between now 
and November is anybody's guess.”

Election Reform Proved Difficult to Achieve Due to Election-Year Politics

Election-year politics ap) 
ently do not mix well with 
election reform in Illinois. The 
session just ended saw a num- 
ber of election reform meas- 
ures stall or fall by the way- 
side. 

A bipartisan, massive revi- 
sion of the election code stalled 
in the House Elections Com- 
mittee after swift passage by 
the Senate. 

A Republican-sponsored Illi- 
nois Elections Campaign Act 
(H. 5247) which would have 
brought greater disclosure of 
campaign contributions and 
expenditures was amended to 
death in the House by the Dem- 
ocrats. . 

A Democratic-sponsored bill 
(H. 4531) to consolidate all 
elections into two dates each 
year was defeated. 

Hoyse Démocrats also de- 
feated a bill to require lists of 
public housing occupants to be 


supplied 
(H. 3683). 

Comprehensive amendments 
(S, 1505) to Article 9 (Secured 
Transactions) of the Uniform 
Commercial Code were passed 
by both Houses, making Illinois 
the first state to pass this rec- 
ommended legislation of the 
permanent Editorial Board of 
the Uniform Commercial Code. 

Both houses passed H. 1569 
which provides for licensing 
and regulating collection agen- 
cies. 

The Small Business Pur- 
chasing Act (H. 4282) 
cleared both houses and 
was sent to the Governor. 

The act would designate 
certain state purchases as 
small business set-asides 
with bids invited only from 
small businesses. 

An increased amount of 
earned income of aged, blind 
and disabled public aid recipi- 
ents will be disregarded in fig- 
uring their aid under S. 1494, 


passed by the legislature. 

However, the lien on the real 
property of aged, blind and dis- 
abled recipients will be kept as 
a result of defeat of H. 3559, 
which was an attempt to delete 
the lien. 

The legislature passed H. 2215 
which provides for training of 
police and reimbursement of 
localities for part of their ex- 
penses in having their police- 
men ‘trained. 

Three bills to encourage op- 
eration of year-round schools 
passed the General Assembly. 

S. 1431 and H. 4262 pro- 
vide alternative means of 
easing the transition to 
year-round schools. 

The third (H. 4328) would 
provide state reimburse- 
ment for special education 
and gifted programs op- 
erated on a year-round 
basis. 

Grants to parents of children 
enrolled in parochial schools 
were approved by the legisla- 


ture and signed by Gov. Ogil- 
vie, but opponents promptly 
filed a suit in the Illinois Su- 
preme Court halting any imme- 
diate payments of the grants. 

The Governor earmarked $30 
million for parochial school 
aid. 

The state will take a greater 
interest in the financial plans 
of local school districts as a re- 
sult of two bills passed by the 
legislature. 


S. 1428 would require that de~ 


tailed financial plans of the dis- 
tricts be submitted to state au- 
thorities. 

S. 1548 establishes a “School 
District Educational Effective- 
ness and Fiscal Efficiency 
Act.” 

The House defeated a move 
to create a state board of edu- 
eation with members appointed 
by legislative leaders (H. 4664). 

‘The issue is far from re- 
solved, since the 1970 constitu- 
tion mandates that a state 
board be created.

Case for a Higher Minimum Wage Release Seen as

A job at a decent wage is still 
the most effective route out of 
poverty. 

No worker, working a 40-hour 
week, year-round, should re- 
ceive such a pittance that he 
should be forced to turn to wel- 
fare. 

That is why we believe that 
an adequate minimum wage 
covering all workers is the best 
single step this country can take 
to alleviate proverty. 

The %enefits and protections 
of the Fair Labor Standards 
Act, absolutely essential to the 
working poor, have been seri- 
ously eroded in recent years. 

We flatly reject any deviation 
from the principle of a single 
minimum wage rate covering 
all workers. 

We are in complete opposition 
to the President’s proposal for a 
subminimum wage rate for 
youth, a step which we feel 
would undermine the minimum 
wage itself, while not creating 
any new jobs for young people. 

Welfare reform is vital if 


America is to eliminate poverty. 

The present system fails those 
who need welfare and is a con- 
tinuing drain on the limited re- 
sources of state and local gov- 
ernments. 

We find abhorrent propos- 
als that would require wel- 
fare recipients to work for 
less than an already inade- 
quate minimum wage. 

Rather than lift people out 
of poverty, such proposals 
only drive them further into 
the trap of poverty. 

What is needed is a federally- 
paid basic family benefit of at 
least $3,000, rising to no less. 
than the poverty level within a 
few years. 

Essential to welfare reform 
must be a federally-funded, 
community-controlled system of 
day care centers. for the chil- 
dren of welfare mothers and 
other working women. 

Day care centers would per- 
mit these women to obtain work 
~—knowing that their children 
are adequately supervised and 
receiving broad -range health 
and education programs. 


Voice of Business 
How Much Change Does U. S. Want?

American office-seekers like 
to run on a promise of change. 

There are two good reasons 
for this: First, anyone trying to 
unseat an incumbent must fa- 
vor change; otherwise, there 
would be no reason to throw 
out the incumbent. 

Second—and more important 
—American voters like the con- 
cept of change. At least, they 
like it in the abstract. 

But, do we really favor 
change? Or do we use “change” 
as a symbol representing the 
conquest of all our discontents? 

Looking at it realistically, 
political change cannot 
solve all of our problems, 
no matter how much we 
might approve the direction 
it takes. 

The couple who have an un- 
happy marriage before the 
election of candidate X are go- 
ing to have just as unhappy a 
marriage after his election, un- 
less they solve the problem 
themselves. 


And yet, such unhappiness 
can contribute to a vague dis- 
satisfaction with the status quo 
that makes the promise of 
“change’’ appealing. 

Further, it is just not possible 
for the same change to benefit 
all equally. Change usually 
brings good and bad. 

In the case of political 
change, it is likely to be good 
for some groups and bad for 
others. 

Income redistribution is a 
good example. To give money 
to some, the government must 
first take more from others. 

Then there is the question of 
degree. Fortunately, the Amer- 
ican political system is de- 
signed to retard change, 
although not to prevent it 
entirely. 

Why fortunately? Because we 
wouldn’t really be happy with 
rapid and fundamental change 
most important components of 
our lives. 

Both business and individuals 
must be able to plan for the 
future. To do that, we must be 
able to assess with a reasona- 
if we got it. 

Predictability is one of the 


able degree of accuracy the 
possibilities of certain things 
happening, or not happening. 

We must be able to estimate 
about how much ‘our taxes will 
increase (do they ever go 
down?) what the chances are 
of being drafted, how fast 
prices will rise, how much our 
income will increase, and so 
on. 

Small changes—even in a 
steady direction —can be ac- 
commodated. A tax increase 


or a rise in the price index of* 


2% or 3% will not knock the 
props out from under most 
families or businesses. But a 
10% increase could spell disas- 
ter for many. 

The same thing goes for 
changes in the laws that gov- 
ern our lives, and for that mat- 
ter, even for social custom. 

It is the sum total of the 
gradual, steady changes 
that constitutes progress— 
real, enduring progress. 
That’s the kind we favor, 
and work for, 

Abrupt, unsettling change 
will often turn bitter even 
for those initially benefit- 
ted. 

Political changes that make 
some groups extraordinarily 
happy are quite likely to make 
other groups extraordinarily un- 
happy. 

There is then a backlash of 
equal or greater intensity at 
the next election (in America) 
or worse, a revolution (in less 
stable countries). 

Each swing of the pendulum 
becomes more extreme, does 
more damage. The French 
Revolution is perhaps the best 
historical example. 

Self-righteous zealots of ail 
political persuasions will un- 
doubtedly continue to lament 
the fact that our candidates are 
usually forced to compromise 
their more extreme views as 
the price of gaining office. 

And they will continue to con- 
demn Congress for ‘dragging 
its feet,” rather than passing 
immediately all the laws they 
favor. 

But the rest of us—if we give 
it a little thought — would be 
well advised to murmur a small 
prayer of gratitude. 


Key to Settlement

While the long-range future 
of Indochina may be the para- 
mount issue behind two decades 
of war in Vietnam, the negoti- 
ations which have resumed in 
Paris center unavoidably on an 
issue more specific and im- 
mediate — the fate of Ameri- 
cans held ‘prisoner by North 
Vietnam. 

Release of our POWs has be- 
come a bridge that must be 
crossed at the beginning no 
matter what direction negoti- 
ations might take otherwise in 
the search for a political settle- 
ment to end the agony in Indo- 
china. i 

The question in Paris may 
seem to be whether negoti- 
ators will talk about the 
broad 7-point settlement 
proposal from the Commu- 
nist side or President Nix- 
on’s more recent offer for 
a cease-fire, prisoner ex- 
change and troop with- 
drawal. 

What it comes down to, 
however, is how soon the 
Communists will be willing 
to part with the hostages 
who have served them so 
well in the past as a means 
to play on American emo- 
tions and manipulate our 
Vietnam policy. 

As the peace talks resumed, 
the Communists were again 
showing their determination to 
use the prisoners for propa- 
ganda — parading captured 
pilots at a “news conference” 
and releasing new filmed in- 
terviews with prisoners. 

These attempts to generate 
sympathy for their cause stand 
in stark contract to their cold 
refusal to accede to humani- 
tarian pleas on behalf of the 
prisoners. 

It is now known that even 
the Vatican has failed to budge 
the Communists. 

Some believe it would be 
tragic for the prisoners if the 
Communists now grasp at a 
straw in the presidential candi- 
dacy of Sen. George McGovern, 
who has promised to halt all 
U. S. military action against 
North Vietnam without a com- 
mitment for release of our 
prisoners. 

President Johnson's fruitless 
effort to woo Hanoi with a 
bombing halt in 1968 shows the 
lameness of this approach, it 
is contended. 

There is hope, however, 
that the Communists will 
see that gambling on the 
decision of the American 
electorate in November may 
not save them from dis- 
aster.

1,408 Miles of 


Interstate in Use

Springfield—Illinois continues 
to be among the leaders in the 
nation in getting the Interstate 
highway system completed, 
with more than 1,400 miles of 
its 1,728-mile allocation open to 

traffic. 

According to figures from 
Transportation Department Sec- 
retary William F, Cellini, as of 
July 1, Ilinois had 1,408 miles 
of Interstate highways open to 
use, another 200 miles under 
construction and final engineer- 
ing work under way on the re- 
maining mileage. 

When the federal Inter- 
state highway program was 
enacted by Congress in 
1956, the target date for 
completion of the 42,500- 
mile nationwide network 
was 1972, 

About 33,000 miles are 
now open to use. Cutbacks 
in the rate at which fed- 
eral funds were made avail- 
able to the states resulted 
in extending the completion 
date. 

Under the federal Interstate 
program, the federal govern- 
ment pays 90% of all costs, 
with the various states picking 
up'the tab for the remaining 


Some highway officials pre- 
dict it will be 1980 before the 
entire 42,500-mile system is in 
use. 

Celli office says that in 
Illinois, highway engineers are 
hopeful that the job can be 
completed by 1977 or earlier. 
Highway officials are pushing 
for completion of the work be- 
cause they maintain such roads 
are. safer for driving. 

Major work remaining on 
the Illinois portion of the 
Interstate system centers 
on completion of 1-24 from 
the Ohio River at Metropo- 
lis to a connection with 1-57 
near Marion; 1-64 from 
East St. Louis to Grayville 
by way of Mount Vernon; 
and I-72 between Monticello 
and Springfield by way of 
Decatur. 

Also remaining to be 
completed is the work of 
bringing U. S. 66 between 
Chicago. and East St. Louis 
—by way of Joliet, Ponti- 
ac, Bloomington, Lincoln, 
Springfield and Litchfield— 
up to Interstate standards. 
This highway will become 
known as I-55. 

U. S. 66 was one of the firs! 
expressways completed in the 
nation, It was built in 1956. The 
highway now does not meet In- 
terstate standards. 

With the 1972 construction 
season in full swing, Cellini’s 
office says, Illinois engineers 
hope to be able to open an ad 
ditional 36 miles of Interstate 
this year. 

This will include a 22-mile 
section of I-64 in St. Clair, 
Clinton and Washington Coun 
ties from an interchange with 
Ill. 127 near New Minden to an, 
interchange with Ill. 161 near 
New Baden; five miles on 1-64 
in Jefferson County from 1-57 
south of Mount Vernon to a 
temporary connection with 
U, S. 460; two miles on I-74 in 
Moline; five miles on 1-90 in 
Cook and DuPage Counties: 
and two miles on I-24 in Mas. 
sac County, from the new ‘Ohio 
River bridge to U. S. 45 east 
of Metropoli

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Pre-Law Internship Program 
Here Is Rated.as a Success 


An experimental pre-law in- 
ternship program for under- 
graduate students at Southern 
Illinois University at Edwards- 
ville has been termed a success 
in a report made to the SIU 
Board of Trustees. 

Eighteen students interested 
in-eventually studying law have 
participated in the program 
since it began in the spring 
quarter of 1971. 

The internship provides a 
combined academic and _prac- 
tical experience under the su- 
pervision of Prof. James Kerr 
of the SIUE Department of 
Government and Public Affairs, 
and John Paul Davis, legal as- 
sistant to the president. It has 
been part of the university's 
experiment studies program. 

Students have worked with 
the Madison County Legal 
Services Society and the 
Madison County public de- 
fender’s office. 

The students perform sup- 
portive functions not involv- 
ing the, actual practice of 
Jaw — including preliminary 
interviewing of clients, in- 
vestigation of public aid 
complaints, preliminary le- 
gal research, and attending 
court with staff attorneys. 
One student prepared a wel- 

fare rights handbook for this 
county and another helped draft 
a fair employment practices act 


for a city in the county. 

In the public defender’s office, 
students helped by conducting 
first interviews with defendants 
and dealing with inquiries of 
families and friends, of defend- 
ants. 

Students enrolled in the pro- 
gram receive from four to eight 
quarter hours of academic cred- 
it for their work, depending on 
the number of hours devoted to 
the internship. 

Two and one half hours of 
internship work a week are e- 
quated with one quarter hour 
of academic credit. In most 
cases, students have devoted 
many more hours to their in- 
ternships than required. 

Trustees were given copies of 
a letter from Paul E. Riiey, 
Madison County public defen- 
der, in which he wrote, “The 
students were invaluable in 
their assistance ..We hope that 
you will send us more students 
next quarter.” 

Based on the success of the 
program during the past year, 
the university plans to remove 
the course from its experiment- 
al status and make it a regular 
part of the curriculum offered 
by the Department of Govern- 
ment and Public Affairs.

Tax Relief, Some: Immediate, Has 
Been Achieved .in State -- Ogilvie 


By GOVERNOR 
RICHARD B. OGILVIE 


We've just enjoyed what 
truthfully coud be ed “tax 
relief week” in IHinois, 

In two days’ time, I signed 
into law what I consider the 
most significant package of tax 
relief. measures in Illinois his- 
tory. 

Unless these laws are upset 
by the courts, they will have an 
immediate and practical effect 
on nearly two million Illinois 
taxpayers. 

The plain fact behind all 
these measures is that they 
would have been impossible 
without the Illinois income 
tax. 

Thus, relief would have been 
denied ‘to persons most in need 
of the relief provided by the 
General Assembly and enthusi- 
astically approved by me. 

Without the backing of the 
income tax, we'd still be in the 
position of saying, ‘Yes, the 
tax laws are unfair to millions 
of persons, but we can’t afford 
to be fair.”” 

Here’s what the bills do: 


1. PERSONAL PROPERTY 
TAX RELIEF FOR FARM- 
ERS:

Basic Oxygen 
Furnaces Set 
Half-Year Record 


Washington — Basic oxygen 
furnaces produced more domes- 
tie steel in the first half of 1972 
than they did during any other 
six-month period in history. 

The basic oxygen process is 
the most modern steelmaking 
method currently in wide- 
spread commercial use. Gran- 
ite City Steel Co. has a mam- 
moth basic oxygen furnace. 

According to preliminary 
data, American Iron and Steel 
Institute said, B-O-Fs in the 
U. S. poured 36,764,000 tons of 
steel in the January-June peri- 
od of thi r. 

This was 413,000 tons more 
than the 36,351,000 tons they 
made during the comparable 
period of 1971 when overall 
steel production was higher 
than it was during the first half 
of 1972. 1971, steel buyers 
were stockpiling the metal as 
a hedge against a possible in- 
dustry strike. 

Through the first half of this 
year, basic oxygen furnace out- 
put constituted 55.6% of the. 
industry’s total” production of 
66,070,000 tons. This compares 
with a 50.6% share of the 
71,769,000 tons made in the first 
six months of 1971. 

Electric furnaces also were 
running ahead of their last 
year's pace. Their 11,802,000 
tons of output accounted for 
17.9% of all domestic steel 
made during the first half of 

In the same six months of 

9 electric furnaces poured 
11,622,000 tons, or 16.2% of that 
period’s total. 

These gains came at the ex- 
pense of the open hearth proc- 
ess. Open hearth furnaces pro- 
duced 17,504,000 tons of steel, 
or 26.5% of first-half 1972 out- 
put. This compares with 23,- 
796,000 tons, or 33.2% of pro- 
duction in the comparable 
period of 1971. 

In June 1972, domestic steel 
production was 10,977,000 tons. 

Of this total, 6,089,000 tons 
was made in basic oxygen fur- 
naces, 2,947,000 tons by open 
hearths and 1,941,000 tons in 
electric furnaces. 

AISI’s steelmaking index, 
based on average 1967 produc- 
tion as 100, stood at 105.0 in 
June 1972. This compares with 
an index of 110.5 for May and 
110.8 for April.

inventories actually involved in 
operating a farm will be ex- 
empt from the personal prop- 
erty tax—all of which has gone 
to local governments. 

Replacement of this lost rev- 
enue is provided by the state, 
so that schools and other gov- 
ernment units in rural. areas 
will not suffer. 

It has been obvious for far 
too long that local taxation— 
and particularly the obnoxious 
personal property tax—hit 
farmers far more cruelly than 
any other group of persons. 

What’s worse, the steeply ris- 
ing cast of foods has put very 
little extra cash into the hands 
of farmers, whose prices have 
risen far more slowly than oth- 
er major factors in the cost-of- 
living equation. 

Like the elderly persons of 
our society, they were between 
the rock and the hard place. At 
least we have dislodged that 
rock. 

2. A $5,000 EXEMPTION 
FOR EVERYONE ON PER- 
SONAL PROPERTY TAX 
ASSESSMENTS: 


This measure applies to indi- 
viduals and businesses, but ob- 
viously will have little effect on 
the big companies. 

In practical terms, it means 
that Illinois at last has suc- 
ceeded in. lifting the personal 
property tax from virtually all 
small taxpayers. 

And if we win the case we’re 
fighting for in the United States 
Supreme Court, most persons 
paying the tax this year will get 
a refund of their current pay- 
ments. 

A word of caution here: Al- 
though there is temporarily an 
injunction requiring these pay- 
ments to be held in all counties 
for possible refunds, there is 
always a chance the order 
could be lifted. 

Therefore, I still would urge 
taxpayers—and certainly those 
with sizable bills —to accom- 
pany their payments with 
protest form. 

A bill to accomplish the same 
purpose is now being studied by 
Attorney General Scott for its 
constitutionality, and it should 
not be relied on at this time. 

3. ILLINOIS INCOME TAX 
ON PENSION: 


at 


The far-reaching measure in 
this area wipes out the Illinois 
income tax on all qualified pen- 
sion and deferred profit-sharing 
plans. 

In practical terms, this 
means plans available to the 
sales manager and the janitor 

@ great bulk of pension ben- 

eficiaries. 

Significantly, the law I ap- 
proved goes beyond the federal 
law, which still taxes the pen- 
sions of our hard-pressed re- 
tired citizens. 

4. CASH GRANTS TO THE 
ELDERLY AND DISABLED: 

Approximately 280,000 Iili- 
nois citizens will benefit from 
this huge program. 

It provides grants of as high 
as $500 to all elderly or disa- 
bled persons who live in their 
own homes or rent their living 
quarters. 

The grants are based on the 
real estate property taxes they 
pay—or on one-quarter of their 
rent — compared to their total 
income. 

Details of the program 
were given in my earlier 
column, but it’s worth not- 
ing that we're talking about 
relief which is, in effect, 
immediate. 

Rent paid during this year 
will be counted when making 
application for grants next 
year, while this year’s taxes 
will be counted for homeown- 
ers who'll pay the 1972 tax next 
year, 

Similarly, w‘hen_ pensioners 
fill out their income tax returns, 
by next April 15, they’ll get 
relief from taxation on the pen- 
sions they’re receiving now. 

We should have more weeks 
like this in Illinois!

Prosperity Without Inflation -- Aftainable Through High Productivity, Competition ? 


As part of a comprehensive 
program to achieve high em- 
ployment without inflation, the 
Research and Policy Commit- 
tee af the Committee for Eco- 
nomic Developmetn (CED) has 
just urged intensified efforts to 
overcome structural barriers to 
effective competition and high- 
er productivity in the nation’s 
economy, 


Because the needed changes 
would take time, however, the 
panel of national business lead- 
ers also called for a continuing, 
direct government role in wage 
and price policies even after 
compulsory controls are lifted 
and Phase II is ended. 

The Committee urged that a 
system of incentives be estab- 
lished which would link the 
pace of decontrol to the speed 
with which inflationary pres- 
sures are reduced in specific 
industries and firms. 

At the same time, it recom- 
mended that the President be 
given standby authority to re- 
impose compulsory controls “if 
necessary — and warned that 
premature removal of the pres- 
ent controls would lead to re- 
newed acceleration of inflation 

The Committee called for 
changes in labor laws and 
practices to bring about a 
“better balance in the relative 
powers of unions and manage- 
ment.” 

It backed strong measures to 
avoid crippling nutional strikes 
and more use in labor-mange- 
ment relations. of bargaining to 
raise productivity. 

In addition, it urged much 
greater efforts to restrain cost 
increases and raise productiv- 
ity in the government sector. 

At the same time, the CED 
panel emphasized that fiscal 
and monetary policies must re- 
main the central element of 
the nation’s effort to achieve 
prosperity without inflation. 

The Committee warned 
that inflationary pressures 
from «the national budget 
will reach ‘alarming pro- 
portions” in a few years, 
and called upon govern- 
ment leaders to propose by 
early 1973 the tax increases 
or budget cuts that will be 
needed to avoid a resur- 
gence of inflation. 

The CED recommendations 
were contained in an 84-page 
statement titled “High Employ- 
ment Without Inflation: A, Pos- 
itive Program for Economic 
Stabilization.’’ It was made 
public by Emilio G. Collado, 
executive vice - president of 


Standard Oil Co. (New Jersey) 
and chairman of CED. 

Collado also headed the panel 
that prepared the report. Proj- 
ect Director for the statement 
was Fran W. Schiff, vice-presi- 
dent and chief economist of 
CED. 

The. Committee declared that 
for both the immediate future 
and the longer run, fiscal and 
monetary policies and struc- 
tural reform will have to be 
supplemented by governmental 
policies directly affecting wage 
and price decisions. 

To provide the greatest feasi- 
ble scope for free market 
forces, the Committee called 
on the Cost of Living Council 
to set forth a procedure permit- 
ting selective decontrol when 
there is evidence that the in- 
dustries, firms or unions in- 
volved have significantly re- 
duced inflationary pressures. 

The Committee recommended, 
moreover, that these groups be 
permitted to petition the Cost 
of Living Council for full or 
partial exemption from. the 
existing Phase II controls on 
the basis of evidence that they 
have met criteria for decon- 
trol to be announced by the 
Council. 

Under the petition procedure 
suggested by the CED report, 
the Cost of Living Council 
would assume the burden of 
proof for showing why activi- 
ties that meet the specified cri- 
teria should not be exempt 
from the controls. 

This petition procedure, the 
Committee explained, would 
provide a positive incentive for 
all those affected to help cre- 
ate the conditions that would 
facilitate elimination of con- 
trols. 

After Phase II is ended, the 
statement called for establish- 
ment of a Presidentially- 
appointed board which would 
issue guidelines for a policy of 
voluntary wage and price re- 
straint in both the public and 
private sectors 

The board would monitor the 
extent to which actual behavior 
in specific cases conformed to 
these guidelines. 

If it found “unjustifiable de- 
viations” from the standards it 
had set forth, the board could 
ask the parties concerned to 
comply voluntarily. If this 
proved unsuccessful, it could 
recommend that the govern- 
ment reimpose compulsory con- 
trols on those involved.

board’ might promulgate stand- 
ards for wage and price be- 
havior similar to those used 
during Phase II, but with sev- 
eral important differences. 

First, only relatively broad 
norms for wage and price be- 
havior would be set forth—not 
detailed regulations. 

Second, the national target 
for desirable price behavior 
would gradually be reduced 
from the current goal of 244% 
inflation to target values clos- 
er to the long-range objective 
of price stability, . with in- 


“creases in the consumer price 


index reflcting only improve- 
ments in quality. 

Third, the longer-term 
guidelines would emphasize 
the need for transmitting 
part of the benefits of pro- 
ductivity gains to the con- 
sumer in the form of price 
reductions. 

Fourth, as long as the 
price guidelines were not 
exceeded, greater discre- 
tion would be allowed for 
wage rate and profit rate 
increases in order to boost 
productivity and investment 
incentives. 

While the temporary Phase 
controls are stWI in effect, 

federal government must 
initiate “vigorous and syste- 
matic efforts to undertake 
needed structural “reforms and 
to improve fiscal - monetary 
tools and their application. 

“This,” the Committee ex- 
plained, ‘will help to minimize 
the possibility that there will 
be long-continued and more 
widespread wage and price 
controls, which would be like- 
ly to lead to increasing distor- 
tions in the economy.” 

The Committee pointed 
out that an_ important 
source of inflationary pres- 
sures in the economy is the 
way in which governments 
at all levels carry out their 
operations. 

Federal, state and local 
governments, it noted, ac- 
count for 22% of the gross 
national product and  to- 
gether they are the nation’s 
largest employer. 

Because the range of govern- 
mental activities that can af- 
fect the price structure is ex- 
traordinarily large, the CED 
panel called for greater efforts 
to reduce the inflationary in- 
fluence of the federal govern- 
ment’s operations. 

It recommended susbtantial 
expansion of the powers of the 
federal Regulations and Pur- 
chasing Review Board, en- 
abling it to serve as a public 
defender of price stability with- 
in the feedral government. 

It urged in particular 
that the Board be required 
to estimate and publicize 
the likely impact on the 
general price level of new 
proposals for government 
action—including proposals 
for new spending\programs, 
subsidies, and trade restric- 
tions. 

One of the major structural 
reforms backed by the Com- 
mittee is a “‘package-of-options” 
plan to deal with crippling na- 
tional strikes. 

In the event of such a strike. 
the President would be able to 
invoke one of three options to 
settle the dispute: a 30-day e: 
tension of the cooling-off peri- 
od; partial operation of the in- 
dustry for up to 180 days; and 
use of a “final offer selection” 
procedure. 

Under the last option, each 
party would be required to sub- 
mit a final offer to the Secre- 
tary of Labor. A special Final 
Offer Selection Board would 
choose one of the offers with- 
out alteration as binding on the 
two parties. 

The Board, however, would 
be required to reject both of-

The final offer selection pro- 
cedure, the Committee said, 
woud “overcome the dificulties 
encountered under the usual 
type of compulsory arbitration 
which gives wide leeway to ar- 
bitrators and encourages the 
two sides to adopt extreme po- 
sitions — all to often leading 
the arbitrator to simply split 
the difference.” 

It would provide incentives to 
both sides to narrow their dif- 
ferences and to submit reason- 
able offers which could be ac- 
cepted by the Board. Further- 
more, the panel noted, it would 
minimize the scope for govern- 
mental intervention since the 
arbitrator could only choose 
one of the submitted offers. 

As a means of increasing ef- 
ficiency and lowering costs, the 
Committee called for increased 
reliance on “productivity bar- 
gaining” in labor-management 
relations. 

Such bargaining involves co- 
operative efforts by manage- 
ment and labor to increase the 
efficiency of a firm's operations 
through changes in existing 
practices. 

In return, labor would be as- 
sured of an equitable share in 
the benefits of these changes. 

This technique, the panel 
asserted, focuses labor- 
management relations on 
construction joint ap- 
proaches to the solution of 
problems rather than solely 
on wage bargaining. 

A key feature in any pro- 
gram to overcome inflation, the 
CED report said, must be a 
restructuring of labor laws and 
regulations to correct competi- 
tive imbalances and restrictive 
practices.

It also recommended 
states prohibit unions as well 
as corporations from making 
political contributions, and 
backed stricter laws against 
secondary boycotts and coer-

In addition, the Committee 
proposed elimination of -the 
practice in some states of pay- 
ing unemployment — insurance 
benefits to those on strike. 

Other structural improve. 
ments in labor markets en- 
dorsed by the Committee 
clude federalization of the U. S. 
Employment Service and 
velopment of more effective 
programs to cope with impor- 
tant skill shortages. 

The Committee proposed the 
launching of a comprehensive 
coordinated national program 
to facilitate adjustment to rap- 
id economic changes. 

As part of this effort, it sug- 
gested consolidation of existing 
federal adjustment assistance 
programs, such as those de- 
signed to aid workers who lose 
their jobs as a result of trade 
barriers or cutbacks in mili- 
tary spending. 

To reduce obstacles to down- 
ward price movements in prod- 
uct markets, the Committee 
called for a gradual shift away 
from agricultural price sup- 
ports to direct forms of assist- 
ance, review of laws requiring 
maintenance of minimum re- 
tail prices if they are raised 
and cortailment of other direct 
and indirect subsidies and out- 
put restrictions. 

The report suggested 
duction of rate competition 
such regulaterd industries 
surface transportation, and 
backed further reductions of 
barriers to international trade 
and investment. 

Included in the report is a 
reconsideration of the long- 
standing CED budget and tax 
rules, which in principle if not 
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in practice have served as the 
basic guide for the nation’s fis- 
cal policy. 

The CED “stabilizing budget 
policy” calls for the setting of 
tax rates and expenditure pro- 
grams to yield a moderate sur- 
plus when the economy is op- 
erating at high employment. In 
times of recession, this rule 
permits deficits which serve to 
stimulate the economy. 

In its statement, the Commit- 
tee cautioned that, “if policy- 
makers are to push hard on the 
accelerator, they must also 
have full assurance that they 
will be able to put on the 
brakes promptly and vigor- 
ously when this is required.” 

The report recommended 
that preference be given 
in the budget to measures 
that contain a built-in fea- 
ture for phasing out the 
stimulus when high employ- 
ment is reached, rather 
than to measures that will 
produce continuing budget- 
ary drains. 

Such programs include 
the recently extended un- 
employment geared to the 
national level of unemploy- 
ment. 

To promote more effective 
control over proliferating activ- 
ities in the credit markets, the 
CED report endorsed the pro- 
posal for a Federal Financing 
Bank. 

It also recommended that the 
President be authorized to 
place limits on the total vol- 
ume of loan guarantees and 
borrowing by all federal and 
federally-sponsored credit agen- 
cies, including those privately 
owned.

Underscoring the importance 
of fiscal and monetary policies, 
the Committee said that when 
they were used promptly and 
vigorously in the past, they had 
susbtantial and relatively pre- 
dictable effects. 

The panel noted that their 
value has been reduced by the 

frequent lack of political will 
to make timely and adequate 
use”’ of these tools. 

It therefore renewed its rec- 
ommendation that the Presi- 
dent be given discretionary au- 
thority to raise or lower in- 
come taxes by limited amounts, 
subject to Congressional veto. 

The Committee conceded that 
“political difficulties stand in 
the way of most of the steps we 
are recommending.” 

It emhpasized, however, that 
failure to seek needed but un- 
popular reforms could require 
greater use of direct wage and 
price controls, which in the 
long run will’ be, “even less

This is what 
encourages Republicans in the 
light of current developments.

Illinois State Park Laws Being Enforced 
Without Necessity of Large Arrest Totals 


Springfield—The law. enforce- 
ment division in the Illinois Con- 
servation Department is taking 
pride in its record of non-ar- 
rests, instead of stressing the 
numbers of persons apprehend- 
ed for violations in state parks, 
monuments, game preserves 
and other state conservation 
property. 

Bill Miller, head of law en- 
forcement, said he is pleased 
that less than one-half of one 
per cent of the more than 25 
million persons using the state 
facilities have been ticketed by 
any of the 150 law enforcement 
personnel who function through- 
out the state. 

Though it also works in state 
parks and monuments, the law 
enforcement division’s real pur- 
pose is enforcement of Illinois 
laws governing fishing, boating, 
hunting, g am e preservation, 
snowmobiles and forests.

To enable the law enforce- 
ment force to do its job, an on- 
the-job, stepped-up training pro- 
gram was adopted a couple of 
years ago and is still being car- 
ried on, Miller said. 

However, he restated his per- 
sonal belief that numbers of ar- 
rests are not a good barometer 
of conservation property use or 
abuse. 


An additional concept of 
the conservation law en- 
forcement officer’s function 
was added sometime ago, 
when “citizen safety” was 
included in the officers’ du- 
ties. 

In this capacity, law en- 
forcement personnel worked 
with local and state police, 
for instance, at a recent 
rock music festival held in 
Streator. 

“With several state parks in 
the area, it was obvious that 


something had to be done to 
protect the camping rights, and 
prevent invasion of the privacy 
of the campers, when several 
thovisand young people were go- 
ing to move into the area. 

“The only way to do that was 
to limit use of the parks’ camp- 
ing facilities to the maximum 
number which could be comfort- 
ably accommodated. 


“Law enforcement personnel 
were dispatched to the parks in 
question to beef up the staff of 
regular park officers.” 

Because of this “simple” ap- 
proach to the possible problems, 
Miller said, difficulties were 
held to a minimum. 

He cited publicity given to 
negative aspects of rock des- 
tivities as the chief reason for 
local tension, which in turn led 
some area residents to seek to 
prevent the festival by court 
order.

New Airport for Region Will Provide Many Thousands of Jobs in 2 States, Board Says 


“Aviation is outgrewing St. 
Louis every jét-filled hour. This 
is a time for straight thinking— 
and a time for action.” 

With this statement during 
the weekend, the St. Louis Met- 
ropolitan Area Airport Author- 
ity shifted from its “low pro- 
file” to a more aggressive pre- 
sentation of the case for estab- 
lishment of a major new air- 
port at Columbia-Waterloo, Ill. 

The Airport Authority, whose 
chairman is Robert B. Lamkin, 
includes as one of its five com- 
missioners Howard Kaseberg, 
Granite City area farmer. 

Speaking out on behalf of the 
new “St. Louis Intercontinental 
Airport” which it proposes, the 
‘Airport Authority issued the fol- 
lowing information and com- 
ment: 

“With 7,000 new passengers 
turning to air travel daily, St. 
Louis must move fast if it is-to 
anchor its position as a nation’s 
center for intercontinental air 
transport. 

Nostalgic Dream 

“There is an understandable 
sentiment among St. Louisans 
for Lambert Field and a strong 
desire to éxtend its life indef- 
initely as St. Louis’s major air- 
port. 

“But as much as we might 
wish...as much as we cherish 
and reconsider vague hapes,.. 
these wishes vanish when 
weighed against the overwhelm- 
ing facts that impel Lambert 
Field's future to a supplement- 
ary role. 

“Some had hoped that Lam- 
bert Field could meet St. Loui 
future needs as a primary air- 
port perhaps until 1990. 

“The fact that it cannot is 
amply supported by all studies 
of professional consultants, by 
analysis of airlines paying for 
Lambert Field use and by FAA, 
the nation’s top air agency. 

“Growing air transportation, 
however, assures an important 
continuing role for Lambert 
Field. The demand for its use 
to fyll capacity is seen as a 
certainty in the total air pro-

gram for this great region. 
Companion With O’Hare 

“O'Hare Field points up the 
Lambert problems. 

“Chicago’s O'Hare, more than 
four times the size of Lambert 
and with seven runways, large 
exclusive access roads and en- 
ormous terminal facilities, is 
still inadequate. 

“Congestion is so critical that 
the National Airport System 
Plan lists Chicago as one of ten 
métropolitan centers that must 
have a new hub carrier airport 
soon. 

“Yet, O'Hare’s 14 million 
boarding passengers annually is 
the number given in a most con- 
servative estimate (from a re- 
search project done for advo- 
cates of Lambert Field) as the 
passenger demand that must be 
accompanied at the St. Louis 
airport by 1990. 

“If it were possible to double 
the size of Lambert Field (and 
this is generally agreed as not 
feasible), Lambert would still be 
only half the size of O'Hare and 
obviously would fall far short 
of eventual needs of the grow- 
ing metropolitan St. Louis re- 
gion. 

“As an alternative, some Mis- 
sourians would prefer a larger, 
suitable site on the Missouri 
side of the Mississippi River. 

Only Way to Save Lambert 

“But a Missouri Airport would 
lock out Lambert. 

“Nine Missouri sites were 
studied. Either of the two best 
Missouri sites would doom the 
future of Lambert Field. 

“Because of conflicting air- 
space, either would forever lock 
out reuse of Lambert Field even 
as a short haul or feeder air- 

rt. 

“Regardless Of sentimental at- 
tachment to Lambert or a de- 
sire to locate on the Missouri 
side, straight thinking tells us 
that political boundaries have 
been erased by the faster pace 
of the air age. 


“Missourians are beginning to 
envision and accept this broader 
concept; are expanding their 
horizons to the realties of new 
economic tempos and broader 
social environments necessita- 
ted by major air developments. 

“Greater regions are welded 
into communities through the 
unified transportation hubs. 
This grasp of new dimensions 
will be expedited as the St. 
Louis airport project proceeds.” 

Need Imaginative Leadership 

“Is it again to be ‘too little, 
too late’ "? 

“St. Louis ranks 10th among 
the nation’s metropolitan areas, 
but it is now down to 15th a- 
mong the 22 major hubs of com- 
mercial air traffic. 

“Unimaginative lead- 
ership that defaulted the na- 
tion’s rail center, in earlier 
years, to Chicago may be at 
work today to delay and 
possibly divert the intercontin- 
ental air center from this natur- 
al region to Chicago or possibly 
Kansas City. 


Vast Acreage Required 

“How big should a modern 
airport be? 3 

“Projections of future com- 
mercial aircraft size and peak 
hour traffic dictate needs gen- 
erally in the 15,000 to 20,000- 
acre range. 

“The new Dallas/Ft. Worth 
airport will be 17,000 acres; 
Los Angeles: 20,000 acres; 
South/Florida: 20,000 acres. 

“The St. Louis airport at Co- 
lumbia-Waterloo will eventually 
encompass 18,650 acres. 

“Lambert Field, with 
usable acres, is smaller than 
the airports at Chicago, Los 
Angeles, New York, Atlanta, 
Boston, Minneapolis/St. Paul, 
and Miami, but new large hub 
air carrier airports are required 
for each of these cities to re- 
lieve congestion already obso- 
leting airports there. 

“The population of America 
will grow by 70-100 million in 
the next 30 years. St. Louis 
must be ready to meet the chal- 
lenge. 


1,850 


“St. Louis is fortunate to have 
a suitable new site so close by. 
It is only three miles farther 
from downtown St. Louis than is 
Lambert Field. 

“Los Angeles has had to go 
55. miles out to find space for a 
new airport. St. Louis would 
have to go almost that far to 
find a Missouri site that would 
not conflict. with Lambert 
Field’s air space. 

“How the size of the new St. 
Louis Intercontinental Airport 
compares with that of Lambert 
is apparent from drawings. 

“Lambert Field’s 1,850 acres 
is centered easily within the 
18,650 acres that will eventually 
be used at the Columbia-Water- 
loo site. 


Will Area Miss Flight? 

“St. Louis is one of ten U. S. 
metropolitan areas requiring 
additional new large air carrier 
ve under the National Air- 

rt System Plan to relieve 
present air traffic congestion 
and to accommodate future air 
movement of people and goods. 

“Meeting these system re- 
quirements demands under- 
standing of the scope of facili- 
ties necessary for air terminals 
in the years ahead. 

“Realistic appraisal leads the 
most thoroughly informed to ac- 
cept the Columbia-Waterloo lo- 
cation as the logical—and only 
acceptable—site for the rapidly 
expanding commercial air needs 
of metropolitan St. Louis. 

Good Bargain for St. Louis 

“St. Louis gains doubly from 
the Columbia-Waterloo location 

“Entire funding of the site ac- 
quisition has been assured from 
Illinois sources. 

“Should Missouri decide to 
build a new airport, $15,000,000 
for land acquisition, plus $116 
million to $138 million for ac- 
cess highway costs, would be a 
significant tax burden that 
would have to be shouldered by 
Missourians alone. 

“True, Missouri would share 
in some of the access costs with 
Illinois. But of the $95.7 million 
required for this purpose, $80.4 


and only $15.3 million from 
Missouri. 

“The $15.3 million covers costs 
of highways and bridges that 
connect Missouri to the Illinois 
site. 

“Plans include a-new fourlane 
Mississippi River crossing; 12 
miles of four-lane highway; 1.6 
miles of six-lane freeway; a 
seven-mile, two-lane addition to 
new super Highway 410 and a 
5.5 mile, two-lane addition to 
Interstate 255.

“These jobs mean more 
than $40 million of new personal 
income in each of those years; 
$23.4 million estimated for Mis- 
sourians and $16.6 million for 
Illinoisans. e 

“already, two nationally 
known consulting firms, one of 
them St. Louis-based, have been 
appointed to lead the Master 
Plan team. 

“Then, during its first 10 
years of operation, the airport 
is expected to create an annual 
average of 33,000 new direct and 
indirect jobs with personal in- 
comes averaging about $144 mil- 
lion annually. 

“Again, Missourians would 
reap about 60% of this personal 
income with 40% going to Illi- 
noisans. 

“To consider any other site, if 
one were available, would add 
at least five-years delay before 
St. Louis could enjoy and bene- 
fit from the world prestige, vast 
economic benefits, increased 
business and industrial activity 
certain to come with such an 
internationally significant de- 
velopment.

“Delay could threaten the full 
success of this once-in-a century 
opportunity for St. Louis—and 
increase the possibility that St. 
Louis could again lose the ball 
to a more alert midwest region- 
al center 

“This is the time for straight 


thinking, time for action. 

“The Columbia-Waterloo loca- 
tion is the logical choice for the 
new airport by e@ery realistic 
measure. 

“Let us make sure everything 
is being done to turn this great 
opportunity into reality,” the 
Authority concluded.

A saving which has to be 
measured in years may 
not sound like much of a 
savin: 

But since it usually take 
up to 50 years to produce 
walnut trees of a_ size 
worth sawing, anything 
which would reduce the 
maturation time by even 
five years would be a sub- 
stantial improvement. 

As for planting and harvest- 
ing forests like corn, ster 
says some southern states al- 
ready have been experimenting 
with such operations, and Illi- 
nois forestry experts are, keep- 
ing a close eye on the project. 

Under these programs, Ses- 
ter says, fast growing soft 
woods like sycamore or cotton- 
wood would be planted as seed- 
lings, allowed to grow for a 
couple of years, and then cut 
| down with a specially designed 
piece of equipment much like a 
farmer’s combine, 

The yield is intended for use 
| in pulp operations. 

One curious and signficant 
fact about tree growth has 
come to the Conservation De- 
partment’s attention more or 
|less by chance, Seste says.

In most cases, a package-type 
homeowner's insurance policy 
provides automatic coverage of 
personal belongings stolen from 
a locked vehicle. 

Normally, the limit of the in- 
surer’s liability is 10% of the 
coverage for unscheduled per- 
sonal property or $1,000, which- 
erer is higher. 

Reports to the proper author- 
ities—the management and po- 
lice—are important to establish 
corrobation that a break-in and 
theft did occur and, of course, 
police will Jook for evidence 
that could lead to an apprehen- 
sion and/or possible’ recdvery 
of the stolen items. However, 
the recovery rate for articles 
stolen from automobiles is very 
low. 

In addition to theft from a 
locked vehicle, a homeowner's, 
insurance policy normally cov- 
ers virtually all types of per- 
sonal property “incidental to the 
occupancy of the household’ re- 
gardless of where this theft 
takes place. 

Thus, petsonal property sto 
len from one's hotel or motel 
room, or from an airline or 
other public conveyance (other 
than checked baggage) would 
be covered subject to the limits 
of the policy 

However, articles used in con- 
nection with one’s business 
would not be covered. Business 
property can be insured under 
a so-called “floater” policy that
